ideas held by both diplomats and the 
military element in each of the countries 
at war. He also disclosed the various 
beliefs and currents of public opinion in 
each country as to what might be the 
possible terms of peace, and the bent of

The biggest peace meeting that has ; 
yet been held in New York filled Madi- 
son Square Garden to the limit of its 
capacity and packed Madison Avenue 
from curb to curb, from Twenty-third 
Street to Twenty-seventh Street, last 
night.

The meeting was held under the aus-

Henry Weismann, head of 
the United German-American Societies 
of the State of New York, was the preé- 
siding officer. George von Skal made 
an introductory speech, and the other, 
speakers, besides Mr. Bryan, included 
Congressman Frank Buchanan of Ili- 
nois, member of the House. Committee on

In Statement Issued at Trial He 
Calls Latest Move a Sign 
of “Surrender.” 


WANT HIS HARVARD RECORD

Fifteen witnesses, one of them & wo- 
man, who have seen much of Harry K. 
Thaw at various times: since he killed 
Stanford White: in June, 19(6, testified 
yesterday at the jury trial of the prison- 
er’s sanity before Supreme Court Justice 
Hendrick that they believed Thaw was 
rational and should be given his liberty. 
Cross-examination by counsel for the 
State failed to shake their testimony. 

As this evidence in his favor was piled 
up hour after hour, Thaw showed plain- 
ly the elation he felt. He gave out one 
prepared statement and at least two 
brief interviews to the reporters, in 
which he said that the State was prepar- 
ing to surrender the fight. He called at~- 
tention to the importance, as he saw it, 
of the evidence given by some of the 
witnesses. He asserted also that he had 
no fear of his coming examination when 
he is called as a witness by the State. 

The statement, which was read and 
approved by Thaw before it was made 
public, followed an announcement by 
Deputy’ Attorney General Frank K. 
Cook. that he would ask for the ap- 
pointment of a commission or Cominis- 
sioner to take the evidence of Dr. 
Charles W. Eliot, President Emeritus 
of Harvard University, relative to the 
reason Thaw left that institution in 1882 
without completing his course. 


Three Hours to Leave Harvard. 


Mr. Cook said he understood that 
Thaw had been called to the President’s 
office at noon one day and told to leave 
the university by 3 o’clock and that 
Thaw followed instructions to the let- 
ter.

FORCE PASSAGE OF DNIESTER 


Baltic Province Invasion Developing 
—vVictorious Armies May ; 
Strike at Warsaw. 


LONDON, Friday, June 25.—The Rus- 
sians are still retreating in the east. 
With the fires. set by the retreating 
Russians still burning, the Austro-Ger- 
mans are now firmly established ‘ at 
Lemberg, and ,have shown no sign of 
ceasing their offensive. 

The battle of the Dniester, to the 
south of the city, is-not yet over, but,” 
according to Berlin, General Linsingen 
has been able to throw his forces across 
the river, a fact which is taken in some 
quarters to presage another Russian de- 
feat. 

With Galicia all but cleared of Rus- 
sians, the weight of the Austro-German 
forces released in that theatre must soon 
be felt somewhere, but opinions are di- 
vided as to whether it will be on the 
western front or in Poland. One theory 
is that the Germans will launch agains 
Warsaw another terrific attack, simi 
to their drive in Galicia. This coincides 
with the belief that it is the Austro- 
German plan to batter Russia more be- 
fore turning west. A Central News dis- 
patch from Amsterdam says troops al- 
ready have been transferred from Ga- 
licla to the Bzura front, west of War- 
saw. 

Opposed to this are reports that troops 
from Galicia are already journeying 
westward and that Germany plans to 
start a fresh campaign in the near fut- 
ure along the Belgian coast.

Half of this plan was 
intrusted to Austria eleven months ago, 
and Austria failed very badly, even 
though strongly reinforced by German 
troops: Germany is now apparently un- 
dertaking to execute her own plan her- 
self. It necessitates a successful drive 
eastward from East Prussia and north- 
ward from Galicia, the former armies 
then turning southward to meet those 
from the Galician front behind the line 
of the Vistula. 

This amounts to a serious invasion of 
Russia, although no vital points would 
be reached even by a successful execu-— 
tion of this vast plan.

FIRED THIRTY-SIX TONS 
OF SHOT INTO DUNKIRK 


Bat Germans’ Bombardment at 
20-Mile Range Caused 
No Panic. | 


DUNKIRK, June 23, (via Paris, June 
24.)--Thirty-six tons of explosives and 
metal were fired into Dunkirk yestcr- 
day trom the German positions some- 
where behind Dixmude. Several civil- 
ians were killed or wounded, and con- 
siderable material damage was done, 
but not a single shell reached the port 
or any other point of military import- 
ance. The impression on the inhabi- 
tants differed in no way from that 
made by preceding bombardments, and 
the first trains out of the city today 
carried no more than the usual pzum- 
ber of travelers. 

The first shell struck in the city at 
the break of dawn, and others fol- 
lowed at intervals of twenty-tive min- 
utes until 6:15 in the.evening, They 
eame without warning, for, though Dun- 
kirk constantly hears the guns of the 
Allies. along the Belgian front. no 
sound comes from the monster weapon 
that hurls these sixteenth-inch shells 
from a spot awe than twenty miles dis- 
tant. The shriek of the shell gives no 
warning of the missile’s coming, as tne 
noise is heard only in the last 200 
yards of flight, and almost simultan- 
eously comes an explosion that makes 
the earth tremble. 

Scarcely had the smoke of the first 
shell lifted: when red-colored: notices 
reading: ‘‘ Refuge in case'of alarm” 
began to appear on the fronts of build- 
ings having cellars safe from the shell 
fire. Many people, hastily clad, hur- 
ri to these shelters. Still more ran 
in the direction of the explosion, hop- 
i to aid the victims. henever one 
of these monster missiles falls, how- 
ever, the. work of rescuers is reduced 
to a minimum, as the destruction the 
shell works in the immediate vicinity 
is nearly complete. The streets were 
strewn in many places with broken 
plate glass, crushe co stones and 
other debris before the work of clear- 
ing away gan. 

fn the intervals of this fifteen-hour 
bombardment melancholy calm prevail- 
ed in the city. There was little ex- 
citement at: any time, and.no panic 
whatever. When the fire was over the 
streets resumed their ordinary war-time 
aspect, and among the throngs that 
went about their affairs in neither haste 
nor confusion street afabs swarmed 
about the stricken spots hunting frag- 
ments of shells to sell to passers-by. 
The electric current was cut off in the 
city, but gas could be burned as usual. 
Persons who had sought the cellar 
refuges came out before morning to the 
sound of violent cannonading from the 
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Allies’ front that had continued all 
night.

GREAT RUSSIAN HEADQUARTERS, 
May 19.—War orf the flats I have seen 
in France and Belgium and 4 glimpse 
of it on the Rawka and Narew fronts in 
Poland. So much, therefore, was my 
pleasure increased in being allowed to 
look at the war in the mountains. 

From .Lemberg. to. the Carpathian 
Mcuntains the Hungarians had fought 
in retreat, and many cubic feet of earth 
had been displaced to protect them from 
their pursuers; but the Russians had 
pursued with skill, as lines of little one- 
man mounds dug by the Russian fiank- 
ers testified. 

When they reached the foothills the 
Austrians must have broken into rout or 
they must have been confident of a re- 
newed offensive. The railroad up from 


over many bridges, and the wagon road 
crosses the river frequently. Two of the 
railroad bridges are more than 300 feet 
high and a half mile long. Just one 
span of one of these has been destroyed. 
Not a single blast of dynamite was ex-~ 
ploded in a railroad tunnel. I failed to 
notice from the plains to the mountain 


had been damaged. 

The villages along the way are mostly 
ruins, but this is due to retreating and 
advancing artillery fire and to hand 
bombs, but not to deliberate destruction 
by either army. My voyage up the 
mountain road occurred on Sunday, 
which was agreeable, as it revealed the 
natives in their holiday clothing, re- 
sembling for all the world the chorus of 
some light opera. 

Their relations with the soldiers were 
extremely cordial. Young girls chatted 
with the soldiers, at the roadside, and 
wherever troop trains stopped I saw 
crowds of children gather to beg for 
sugar and cookies, which were plenty, 
and for coppers, which were scarce. 

As I found it in France, so I found it 
in Galicia. The citizens who had been 
in the immediate theatre of war were 


ruined, but those near by were getting 
rich selling supplies to the ‘soldiers. 


Bath Train a Novelty. 


As we zigzagged up the mountain road 
We came upon a novelty of this war, a 
bath train. In permanent positions 
bathrooms can be built in houses or 
bathtubs can be provided. In warm 
weather soldiers can bathe in rivers and 
in lakes; but for soldiers advancing and 
fighting in winter time baths are not 
easy to provide. 

Whether from home instruction or 


military training, the Russian soldier is 
a most cleanly individual, but no man 
can keep clean in the firing trenches. 
Hence the bath train close behind the 
advance positions, to which the men are 
brought as often as practicable—five 
hundred men. 

There are lice in all the armies of this 
war, and lice are believed to. be the. car- 
riers of typhus. The Austrian Army is 
infected th typhus and the Russian 
armies in the Carpathians are constantly 
taking Austrian trenches and Austrian 
prisoners, hence the peer of a typhus 
epidemic is ever presen 

To combat this the path. train is espe- 
cially devised. The soldier is treated to 
a hot steam and then a shower bath and 
furnished with clean clothes. His own 
clcthes are washed and disinfected and 
passed on to some other soldier of equal 
size. When sickness appears in any 
company this company is ordered on a 
special trip to the bath train. 

We -spent the night at a corps head- 
uarters and the next day advanced to a 
division on the firing line. 

In modern warfare even the corps com- 
mander is located well in the rear, the 
General of the division being the officer 
of highest rank to appear upon the firing 
line. I was fortunate in arriving just as

Before. us lay the most advanced Aus- 
trian position on the mountain whose top 
was almost perpendicular, making it. im- 
pregnable to bayonet assault.

The 
Russians had extended their position 
to three sides of the hill. While we were 
there the incessant workers were build- 
ing roads. Artillery would be brought 
at night, and the enfilad fortress 
turned into a shell: trap. 

In the meantime all was peace in our 
vicinity and across the line. The ene- 
mies’ positions ran in a zigzag shape, 
the nearest Austrian firing trench not

yards away. From there it ran to 
a sandy valley a good half mile off. 

Trees and undergrowth had been re- 
moved except for an occasional lonely 
sentinel, whose range measured to the 
defending batteries would aid the gun- 
ners to fire against the Russian ad- 
vance. The Austrian trenches, were 
clearly visible through the glasses: They 
were of the covered type, built with 
loophopes for rifle fire and exceedingly 
strong against shrapnel and rWle fire.

There was no firing going on 
stepped out of the trench and 
walked to the wires.

As everything remained quiet I sent 
for Thompson and the moving picture 
machine and took pictures of the Rus- 
sian trenches from the front. 

I hardly expected we would be suf- 
fered to remain there jong. as the cam- 
era might be mistaken for a machine 
gun or a range finder, or some new 
and mysterious engine of war, but not 
a single shot was fired in our direction. 

The lens of the cinema described a 
complete circle, recording, I believe, the 
first panorama of a battlefield taken 
from between the hostile lines.

LONDON, June 24.—‘‘ England expects 
every workman to do his duty,” is the 
new rendering of Nelson’s Trafalgar 
signal which is being flagged throughout 
the country today. Lloyd George has is- 
sued an appeal’ to organized labor to 
come forward within the next seven days 
in a last supreme effort on behalf of the 
voluntary system, and if it fails nothing 
remains but compulsion. 

When the Minister of Munitions .took 
up the problém wherein the ordnance de- 
partment of the War Office had failed, 
he speedily realized that a complete rev- 
olution in- methods was essential. 
half measures. could succéed; the whole 
country had to be put. on a new basis. 
The national organization seeking the 
fruits of. peace had to be transformed 
into a national organization for the pur- 
poses of war. Only Lloyd George’s con- 
fidence in the individual patriotism of 
his countrymen of all classes made him 
set his face against the arguments for 
compulsion. He believes the workingmen 
of Great Britain now sufficiently under- 
stand the character of the struggle 
wherein the country is engaged and will 
respond to the call made upon them to 
work as willingly as their mates who 
joined Kitchener’s armies answered the 
call to fight. 

The appeal is being put before them 
by advertisements in newspapers, by 
speeches from labor leaders, and by 
meetings throughout the country. 
new workmen’s army is being recruited 
just as Kitchener's army was, and only 
seven days are given to gather together 
what may be termed a mobile army of 
industry.

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THE ENGLISH LABOR CRISIS. 

The British Government has served 
its ultimatum on English labor. To 
‘the utmost limit of their capacity the 
factories producing war munitions 
must have efficient workmen, willing 
‘to do full time and no “slacking.” 
The leaders of organized labor ‘have 
undertaken in seven days to raise a 
volunteer army of workmen sufficient 
to supply the Government’s demands. 
If they fail, the Government will have 
to consider compulsion. 

That is the ultimatum delivered by 
Davip Liorp GroRGE in the speech 
with which he introduced in the House 


of Commons the so-called War Muni-: 


tions Bill, a measure which in effect 
imposes: martial law upon so much 
of British industry as the needs of 
war require. Besides providing for a 
volunteer army of workmen to man the 
factories, who shall enlist like soidiers 
but wear no uniforms, the bill makes 
strikes and lockouts illegal, and 
creates local boards, composed of em- 
ployers and employés, half and _ half, 


- presided over by Government Chair- 


men, which shall sit as final courts, 
almost like courts martial, to: settie 
“all disputes as to wages, hours, and 
profits, and suspend any trade-union 
rules that tend to limit output. That 
is the crux of the whole matter. 
Nothing shall be tolerated that limits 
output. 

Thus comes at last to a head-a situa- 
tion which has occasioned profound 
chagrin in England. “ The ever-recur- 
ring note of the speech,” says The 
Daily Chronicle, referring to what will 
rank as one -of Davip LLéyD GEORGE'S 
greatest efforts, ‘was the appeal to 
“the working classes * * * its 
“impressive exhortation of labor to 
“play its part.” That the Minister 
of War Munitions should serve an 
ultimatum upon labor and at the 
game time appeal and exhort only 
proves how difficult the situation is. 
Conscription is repugnant to English 
people altogether, and conscription of 
organized industrial labor is, besides, 
something that has never been imag- 
ined before. It is easy enough to com- 
-mahdeer the property of a capitalist. 
It is tangible; it can be seized; others 
than: the owner can operate it. But 
with the property of the laborer in his 
own head and hands it is different. It 
is not obedient; it can be seized, but it 
cannot be made to work, and only 
the owner can operate it at all. Great 
Britain has power to requisition every 
other commodity she needs. Can she 
requisition the labor of her own 
“people? 

Military men are for dressing labor 
in khaki by force and making it sub- 
ject to discipline, as soldiers are. To 
«this AmnotD BENNETT acutely re- 
torts: “You won't change the nature 
*“ of Clyde men by calling them con- 
“scripts. Supposing a shopful of 
“sonscripts down tools, what are you 
“going to do? Shoot them? Try it. 
‘The dream of getting skilled labor 
“ and continuous industry by compul- 
“gion is full of nothing but the gray- 


“est social danger.”’ 


The sense of that is obvious. You 
can compel a capitalist to operate his 
‘plant on Government orders at full 
Leapacity merely by threat of taking 


“possession of it; but you cannot com- 


pel a skilled workman to work his 
best, to work full time, to work for 
certain wages, or to work at all. “If 
~@a threaten to shoot him—why, that 
is no compulsion. He is not in the

OBSTINATE MEXICO. 

The disposition of the Mexican 
“‘ Indians *’ to. send. delegates to the 
Great White Father at Washington 
would be more encouraging if the 
delegates, on their return to their 
native settlements, could ever prevail 
upon their chiefs to listen to reason. 
MayTorrena is the latest ofthe lead- 
ers to dispatch one of his aids to 
our capital. He, like the other lead- 
ers, opposes outside interference of 
any sort, as “ Mexico can take care 
of its: own troubles.” A pretty mess 
Mexico has made in- trying to take 
eare of its own troubles since. No- 
vember, 1910. The spectacle it pre- 
sents to the world today is of an old 
country, enormously rich in its po- 
tentialities, possessing a civilization 
-which dates from the early years of 
the sixteenth century, if, indeed, the 
Aztecs were not as nearly civilized 
as the Europeans who conquered 
them; with famous cities containing 
marvels of art and architecture, 


ruined by years of useless warfare, 


torn by anarchy. 

Thousands are starving. Outlawry 
and rapine flourish in nearly every 
State. Yet the eminent First Chief, 
CARRANZA, says again that he will 
heed no advice, accept no assistance, 
but will restore order and govern- 
ment in his own way. He has not 
yet made a perceptible beginning to 
this end. He keeps on the safest 
ground in Vera Cruz and issues pro- 
nunciamentos. As for his opponents, 
they may or may not have been as 
badly beaten as we have been told, 
but that triumphant re-entry of 
CARRANZzA forces in the City of Mex- 
ico has been strangely deferred. 

A new mission is on its way from 
Washington to Vera Cruz, but nobody 
expects any. more to come of*it than 
has resulted from our other missions 
and from various Mexican missions to 
Washington. Mexico continues. to 
pile up a huge debt to foreign coun- 
tries which must be paid in full some 
day. The lives of the American set- 
tlers at Esperanza must be saved and 
Admiral Howakrp will send marines to 
save them if MAYTORENA proves pow- 
erless to check the Yaquis. 








MR. BRYAN’S SUCCESSOR. 

What a different appearance the 
Cabinet presents this morning from 
that which it presented sixteen days 
ago; how much trimmer, smarter, 
more shipshape; how much less ragged- 
looking, less untidy, with the loose 
ends gone! It is hard to realize that 
the impression of general sloppiness 
which it made was due almost entire- 
ly to the presence of one-man, and 
yet how a single change has improved 
iit and how business-like it looks. The 
State Department is no longer a de- 
bot for fads and fancies. A little 
leaven leavened the whole lump, and 


still does, but it is a different leaven | 


now. The Cabinet wore the face of 
Bryaw then, it wears a Lansing-Gar- 
ison-Lane face now. The general 
sense of relief cannot be mistaken. 

Mr. LANSING’s appointment’ mends 
the second break in the Cabinet. It 
is often, the fact that a Cabinet looks 
better at the end of an Administra- 
tion than at the beginning. When an 
incoming President selects his Cabi- 
net he may not be. bound so much by 
political considerations nowadays as 
he was in former times, but he can- 
not ignore them altogether. He takes 
office as the result of his party’s 
victory, and if his Administration is 
to be, successful his first task is to 
keep his party harmonious and sat- 
isfied. Later on, after his policy has 
been worked out and part of it en- 
acted, he is no longer on trial and. can 
better afford to please himself. It is 
not.as it was in the old days, when 
each political unit claimed the right 
to name its man for office and the 
President had little to do but choose 
among them; but no President can 
afford wholly to ignore party consid- 
erations while his. Administration -is 
still on-the ways. 

For this-reasom= the break which 
usually comes in the Cabinet often re- 
sults in its improvement. President 
MocKINLEy’s Administration began with 
SHERMAN as Secretary- of State, an old 
man with a failing mind, appointed that 
Manx Hanya pnight get his place in the 
Senate; AuceR as Secretary of War, 
@ purely political appointment; Briss 
as Secretary of the Interior, appointed 
that New York might receive.a con- 
solation prize, since Illinois had the 
Treasury Department. ‘It ended with 
the State Department in.the hands of 


JQHN Hay, who stands in the very 


first rank of Secretaries of State; the

GOVERNMENT AID TO SHIPPING. 

President Wruson’s authorized 
spokesman: warned Congress last Jan- 
uary ‘that there was danger of a 
special session if the Administration’s 
Shipping bill was beaten. The result 
of the: referendum upon the subject 
by the: United States Chamber of 
Commerce, including 600 trade or 
ganizations, was reported yesterday. 
The vote was 8 to 1 against: Govern- 
ment ownership and operation and 
18 ‘to 1 against Government owner- 
ship and private operation. 

The vote is even more significant 
than like majorities in a popular elec- 
tion, because it is a vote by experts. 
Not all the ‘voters were in the ship- 
‘ping trade, but most, if not all, of 
them ‘know better than anybody else 
how the Administration’s proposals 
would affect their interests. There is 
no. reason to believe that the vote 
was not strictly upon commercial 
considerations, there being no trace 
of political bias. For just that rea- 
son’ the condemnation is stronger on 
political considerations than ‘it other-. 
wise would be. ‘If the Chamber of 
Commerce had divided along political 
lines there would have been no: votes. 
of 8 to Lor 18 to1. The unpopularity 
of the Administration's proposal is 
even clearer than its uncommercial 
aspect. The President and those of 
his advisers who have supported the| 
proposal kad no idea either of what 
was in the popular mind or how to 
reach popular favor, 
party traditions and have suffered a 
rebuff -which ought to be as: whole- 
some for them as for the country. 
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be served directly ‘and mainly, and 
Government interests only indirectly 
and in, less degree... The. obsession 
that this is popular is so strong that 
it is persisted in even in face of 
this -condemnatory vote.

Neither will he 
say that the Chamber did not reject 
his plan after listening to his remarks 
last February. The Chamber knew

by the Secretary personally. His plan 
was rejected’ also by the Pan-Amer- 
ican’ Conference. 

“A-letter from the Chairman of the 
Nicaragua Committee, Mr. W. L.

Perhaps this subjugation of reason 
to passion is not ‘so uncommon as we 
would like to think. Stmilar mani- 
festations of the force of prejudice in 
defiance of judgment were to be 
noted in various parts of this country 
when the famous Sampson-Schley 
case was an uppermost topic of dis- 
cussion, during the preposterous 
Cook-Peary controversy, and recent- 
ly in*'New York when the case of 
BRANDT was fresh in the public mind. 
In Georgia the people have spread 
before them the Governor’s statement 
of the Frank case from its begin- 
ning, lucid and convincing, but it has 
failed of effect-so far as many thou- 
sands of Georgians are concerned. 
Yet we must all admit that the 
Georgian is not a peculiar type, dif- 
fering at all in’ mentality from the 
rest of us. The disturbance does not 
call for denunciation, but for grave 
consideration from a psychological 
point of view. 

One of the strangest developments 
is the published statement of one of 
the Frank jurors, A. H. H®NSLEB, 
condemning the Governor in flaming 
terms, declaring that the “ daughters, 
wives, sisters, and mothers” of 
Georgia are in danger. Yet this juror 
frankly says that, after listening for 
three weeks to the evidence against 
FRANK, on the first ballot in the 
jury room he cast his vote as “ doubt- 
ful”. Now he condemns the Gov- 
ernor, who studied the records of the 
case patiently and without prejudice 
many days, and made investigations 
the jurors had not made, because he, 
too, is doubtful’ of Franx’s guilt. The 
Governor was aware of the feeling 
against. Frank in Georgia and dared 
to act according to his conscience. 
He was not, however, closeted with 
ten convinced jurors and one doubt- 
ful as himself while a prejudiced mob 
was waiting outside the court for the 
verdict.

The sanitary value of these appli- 
ances can only be understood by. those who 
have seen the mud-coveréd worn-out soldiers 
inthe trenches, or coming back from a 
wesry march in the heat and dust.. Hitherto 
only the wounded have been washed; surely 
it is time at last to give this t form of 
rest and refreshment to those who are hold- 
ing the heroic Jine from the North Sea to the 
Vosges. The cost is so small, the blessing 
conferred so great, that I hope your readers 
will forgive my appealing for the ‘‘ Bains- 
Douches’’ also.

Use of Examinations. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me through your columns to record 
my unqualified indorsement of the views ex- 
pressed by ‘‘ Teacher’’ in his letter of June 
15, published in your issue of yesterday. A 
comprehensive review of the class work of 
the term in preparation for the examination 
test does not necessarily imply ‘‘ cramming.”’ 
If, ‘however, an intensive review is made as a 
substitute for regular and conscientious work 
during the term, then this is ‘‘ cramming,’’ 
and it is more likely to be injurious than 
helpful. If after satisfactory work during 
the term in class room and laboratory, sup- 
plemented by & comprehensive review, the 
student cannot meet satisfactorily the ex- 
amination test, it indicates a weakness which 
should be revealed and &0 corrected. 

I am a firm deliever in the honor system as 
applied to term work, as well as to exami- 
nations, provided the system is based on a 
sane dependence on the better side of human 
nature; and this proviso should apply to the 
examiner as well as to the student. I am 
sorry to say that the failure of the honor sys- 
tem is sometimes the fault of the instructor 
for the reason that he fails to recognize his 
responsibility to be absolutely fair in apply- 
ing the examination test. Some examiners go 
so far as to trick their students into failure. 
These men have no place properly in the 
teaching profession. There are exceptions to 
all rules, but for the great majority of stu- 
dents and teachers the system of fair exami- 
nations in connection with the honor system 
can be made to work in the interest of edu- 
cational efficiency and the building up of 
character.

KINGSBURY GIVES HIS SIDE. 


Says $209,000 Over Expenditures 
Was to Provide for the Hungry. 


In justification of his spending $200,000 
more than his. appropriation in 1914 
Commissioner of Charities John A. 
Kingsbury issued a statement yesterday 
to the effect that he had spent the 
money rather than let old men shiver 
through the Winter and go hungry.

The appropriation for that year, 
he said, was based on a census estimate 
of about 14,000 people a day, whereas his 
daily average census was over 16,000.
